The premier asserted that France woulc naver 
think of undertaking military expeditions or inflcting punishment 
oo Germany, but only thinks of safeguarding the German wealth 
in the Allied interasts. If France were regretfully compalled to act 
alone, she would act on the common account. He denied that

A. MATTER OF PARLIAMENTARY PRIVILEGE, 


: _ London, December 15. 

At the conclusion of questions in the House of Commons, before 
Black Rod had been admitted to sammon the Commons to hear the 
prorogation speech in the House of Lords, Mr. Lansbury raised a 
point of privilege, and maintained that the House of Commons was 
entitled to decide whether to adjourn, uninterfered with by the 
Crown, or any outside body. He referred to the memorable scene 
in 1629, when the door was locked ani the Spasker forcibly detain- 
ad in the chair, as an exarcple of the preservation of the Commons’ 
privileges. He said it would be a crime to adjourn with nothing 
done to relieve unemployment. 

Tke Speaker ruled out Mr. Lansbury’s claim, aud said the Con- 
stitution provided that His Majesty should summon or prorogue 
Parliament. The incident ended with an exchsaoze of compliments 
between the Speaker and Mr. Lansbury, amid Afinistorial cheers. 
Many Labourites participated in the traditional ceremony of shak- 
ing hands with the Speaker after the reading of the King’s speech. 


EARLIER TELEGRAMS. 


THE REPARATIONS QUESTION. 
: London, Dec. 15. 

The House of Commons debated the reparations, following a 
series of questions that Sir John Simon framed after consultation 
with Mr. Asquith and Mr. Lloyd George. Mr, MacDonald, replying 
to Sir Jon Simon said there was anxiety feat the effect 1f ane pro- 
posed moratorium might be frustrated by il-advised foicihle action. 
Mr. Bonar Law referred sympathetically to the French viewpoint, but 
he was convineed for us pay the United States without receiving 
anything from outside sources would reduce the standard of living in 
England for generations. Unless there was a distinct improvement in 
trade in a reasonable time, we should reach a position, which he 
thougnt would be worse almost than any of the Allied countries. We 
conld not, therefore, be so generous as pecple wished. All the in- 
formation he had was to the effect that Germany was very near cam~ 
plete collapse. We could not‘loox to equanimity of any action, which 
mignt be thought to have an effect of mot producing reparations. 
But making it more difficult, if not impossible to get them, was 
almost no solution unless we and France acted together. He hoped. 
that both governments would utilise the interval in finding some 


common method of dealing with the problem. 


The Reparatizns Debate in the House of Commons “was note- 
worthy for the absence of criticism. This merning’s papers all com- 
mend the Premiez’s statement, dwelling on the passage deprecating 
any action likely to make reparations more dificut.

U.S. NAVAL ANNUAL BILL. .

Mr. Kelley. Republican, who presared the report of the Appro- 
priations Committee on the annual Naval Bill, speaxing in the House 
of Representatives in support of the Bill, declared that the Committee 
fixed the gross amount-of appropriations as high as $321,000,000. Ir. 
Kelley said, the world must stop building 10,000-ton warships, if it 
is to enjoy the fruits of the last Conference. 

Mr. Kelley withdrew fromthe impeachment against Mr. 
Daugherty, after the judiciary committee refused. to permit him to 
read a long statement.
